SITE FOR FEDERAL PRISONS SOON

Colonel Livingston’s Bill Is To Be Dis- 
cussed by the House Committee 
on Appropriations. 


Washington, March 20.—(Snecial.)—At- 
torney General Harmon will meet with the 
appropriations committee of the house 
tomorrow to discuss Colonel Livingston’s 
bill, appropriating $300,000 for the selection 
of three sites for the three federal prisons 
already provided for’ by congress. 

To several congressmen who discussed 
the matter with him today the attorney 
general said he thougnt it would have 
been best had the sites been selected be- 
fore an appropriation for them was made. 
They could be purchased cheaper before 
than after a specific appropriation was 
provided. 

It having gone so far, however, Mr. Har- 
mon will probably recommend the imme- 
diate passage of the Livingston bill.

New York City. Was in the Throes 
Last Night. 

New York, March 20.—Conventions were 
held tonight in all the thirty-five assembly 
‘districts in the city to choose delegates 
to the republican state convention to meet 


here next Tuesday. The latter) body will

select four delegates at large and four al- 
ternates to the national convention, In 
the twenty-fifth district it was necessary 
to call upon the police to clear the floor 
and maintain quiet. In the thirtieth dis- 
trict the aid of the police was also re- 
quired and the unique spectacle of two 
conventions in one room (Platt and anti- 
Plat*) was enjoyed. The din was deafening 
and, cf course, two sets of Celegates were 
elected. Two sets of delegates were also 
elected in the thirty-third district, where 


a tumult reigned for twenty minutes. The

fection and cleansing because one of the 
sailors, Caarles Walther, thirty years of 
age, a netive cf Sweden, died of yeiluw 
fever on March lith. The body was buried 
at sea. The bill of health of the Heveliue 
shows great mortality from yellow fever 
at Rio Jareiro. For the two weeks prior 
to the steamer’s departure there were re- 
ported 451 cases of fever and 39 deaths 
from the same cause.

The contested election case of Alexis 
Benoit vs. Charles J. Boatner, from the 
fifth Louisiana district, was called up by 
Mr. Johnson, of Indiana, chairman of the 
commiitee of elections No. 2, who moved 
the adoption of the resolutions reported by 
the committee declaring the seat vacant 
and that no valid election was held. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, moved @#a substi- 
tute the resolutions recomme by the 
minority that Mr. Boather was entitled to 
hold his seat. It was explained that, at 
the suggestion of the committee, Mr. 
Boatner had agreed to submit. the 
case to the house today without argument. 
The reason for this was that in case the 
house should concur in the report of the 
committee and unseat Mr. Boatner, to- 
morrow was the last day on which the gov- 
ernor of Louisiana could give notice of a 
new election in the district, to be held at 
the general election of the state April 2lst.

Senate Committee on Appropriations

Washington, March 20.—The senate com- 
mittee on appropriations concluded its con- 
sideration of the legislative bill today. A 
net increase of $165,109 is made to the house 
bill. The act for 1896 carries $21,891,718; the 
estimates for 1897 amounted to $22,365,051, 
and the house allowed $21,380,765. The bill

PAY FOR CARRIERS. 


Atlanta’s List Will Go from $600 to 
$1,200. 

Washington, March 20.—The house post- 
office committee today took favorable ac- 
tion on the bill of Mr. Kiefer, of Minnesota, 
to regulaie the pay of letter carriers. It 
fixes the pay of carriers in cities of more 
than 75,000 population at $600 for the first 
year’s service, $800 for the second, $1,000 
for the third and for the fourth and 
thereafter $1,200 per annum. In the cities of 
less than 75,000 the salaries for the first 
three years are the same and $1,000 is the 
maximum.

THE EGYPTIAN CAMPAIGN. 


DISCUSSION OF THE MATTER WAS 
HELD YESTERDAY. 


House of Commons Found Itself Very 
Much Divided—Morley Spoke of 
a Lack of Confidence. 


London, March 20.—In the house of com- 
mons today Mr. G. N. Curzon, under for- 
eign secretary, stated that the Italian 
government had communicated to the Brit- 
ish government the information that there 
was a prospect that the dervishes would 
make an attack upon Kassala, and pointed 
out the effect which such an attack would 


have upon Egypt. 
‘Mr: John Morley asked if a majority of 


the Egyptian debt commission wére com- 
petent to sanction the proposed expendi- 
ture for the Dongola expedition. 

Mr. Curzon said that the commission 
controlled two funds. The larger of 
these, which was derived from a conver- 
sion of the Egyptian “debt, required the 


part thereof, but the smaller one, a re- 
serve fund, amounting “to £2,500,000, he 
said, might be disposed of by a majority 
of the commission. During the debate of 
the estimates Mr: John Morley, ~amid 
cheers from the liberal benches, moved to 
reduce the vote for the foreign office in 
order to call attention to recent events in 
Egypt. Mr. Morley said, in reply to a 
question, that unquestionably his motion 
sought a vote of censure upon the govern- 
ment and recalled the circumstance that 
he himself had moved a similar vote, in 
1885, upon the then liberal government in 
condemnation of its policy in Egypt. 

In the course of his argument Mr. Mor- 
ley admitted that the occupation of Egypt 
by Great Britain had been productive: of 
great benefit and many blessings to the 
people of that country. (Conservative 
cheers.) But he said the long continuance 
of that occupation had been fraught with 
great disadvantages to Great Britain. It 
was an unfortunate step the government 
was taking to delay the evacuation of 
FEegypt and divert Egyptian funds from 
the purposes of Egyptian development and 
the application of the money to England's 
own purposes. (Protesting cries of “Oh,” 
“Oh,” from the conservative benches.) 
The new policy, he declared, would impose 
upon Egypt the duty-of governing one of 
the most difficult territories on the face of 
the earth. The government, Mr. Morley 
said, had not explained their policy and 
the ministers had declined to treat the 
house with that confidence that the coun- 
try had reason to expect on the eve of so 
great an undertaking. So hazardous a 
proposal, he held, could never be justified 
by a reason so meager, flimsy, irrelevant 
and hollow as the one advanced. 

Mr. Morley’s remarks were received with 
prolonged liberal cheers. 

Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colonial department, said it would be 
impossible to pass judgment upon the 
policy of the government unless the gov- 
ernment first made up their minds. defin- 
itely in regard to the immediate evacua- 
tion of Egypt. Nothing in. recent his- 
tory, he said, could be looked back to with 
more pride and satisfaction than the 
peaceful revolution in Egyptian affairs, 
which had been accomplished with a 
handful of men.and a British civil ad- 
ministration. If Egypt should be aban- 
doned all this would be undone. Egypt 
must be defended if her prosperity was 
to continue. ‘The consent of a majority 
of the powers had already been given to 
Ergiand’s plan of meeting the expenses, 
and the government had no knowledge 
leading them to assume that the consent 
of the remaining powers would be finally 
refused. If the result of the British ex- 
pedition should in a measure relieve Egypt 
from the constant menace of attacks by 
the dervishes the expenditures incurred 
would be more than compensated for. It 
would be impossible to fulfill Bngland’s 
duty to the people as long as the der- 
vishes were permitted to threaten peaceful 
industry by their constant raids. 

The defeat of the Italians in Abyssinia 
had created a new situation: If Kassala 
should fall the ill-effect upon Egypt would 
be incalculable. The various tribes of the 
Soudan were putting aside their interne- 
cine disputes and combining in a great ef- 
fort against Egypt. The wisest policy was 
to anticipate their attack and prevent 
the dervishes from concentrating against 
one object. Whatever the Egyptian ad- 
vance might ultimately be, he sa'd, it 
would be limited only by the nature and 
extent of the resistance encountered and 
the maintenance of the security of the 
communities. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere said the govern- 
ment should wait before taking action un- 
til Egypt is attacked by the dervishes. 
The reluctance on the part of the minis- 
ters to disclose their plans, he declared, 
concealed a large scheme. Mr. Labou- 
chere predicted that the expedition unless 
checked by disaster would go to Dongola, 
Khartoum and Darfur. 


Mr. Henry M. Stanley, the explorer, who 
represents the north division of 
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the expedition would take a strongly de- 
fensive position at Akasheh, where it 
would remain until the hot season, when, 
if it thought desirable, it would proceed 
to Dongola. The government, he added, 
possessed proofs that there was a generas 
ferment among the dervishes, and that 
they -were threatening Kassala and the 
Nile valley. 

Sir Willlaam Vernon Harcourt, the oppo- 
sition leader in the house, said that the 
government was entering upon a long, 
dangerous and uncertain enterprise. It 
would not state the true object or define 
the real limits of the expedition. He be- 
lieved it would be condemned by the peo- 


ple. 

The Right Hon; A. J. Balfour, first lord 
of the treasury and government leader 
in the house, said there was nothing in 
the expedition to excite suspicion or alarm 
in France. The operations had no rela- 
tion to the British occupancy of Egypt. 
The position of Egypt could not be satis- 
factory until the country regained con- 
trol of a large part of the Soudan. Every- 
thing gained for Egypt would be gained 
forever. It would not be an advance 
followed by a retreat. He was convinced 
that in the interests of Egypt, and of 
Egypt alone, the government was well 
advised in initiating this policy. 

A vote was then taken on Mr. Morley’s 
motion and it was defeated—288 to 145. 


ITALIANS IN A HUBBUB. 


Signor Taroni Caused a Suspension of 
of the Sitting. 

Rome, March %.—During the discus$ion 
today by the chamber of deputies of the 
credits asked by the government, Signor 
Paolo Taroni, radical member for Lugio, 
demanded the recall of the Italian troops 
from Africa. He held that the military 
party, the court and the king were an- 
swerable for Italy’s fatal colonial policy. 

Signor Taroni was repeatedly called to 
order and his arraignment of the govern- 
ment was greeted with shouts of 
“Enough,” “Sit down.’ The hubbub final- 
lyy became so great that the sitting was 
suspended for a time. Upon the resump- 
tion of the sitting Signor Sonnino, former- 
ly minister of the treasury, denied a state- 
ment that had been made that the follow- 
ers of ex-Prime Minister Crispi desired to 
raise a question of confidence 'n the gov- 
ernment. He appealed to all the members 
of the house to vote the credits. 


Italians Held Prisoners. 

Rome, March 2.—Private dispatches 
from Massowah state that Major Salsa, 
who was sent from the Italian headquar- 
ters to obtain from King Menelik per- 
mission to bury the Italians killed in the 
battle at Adowah and to succor the wound- 
ed, has returned to the Italian camp. He 
states that the Abyssinians hold 1,500 Ital- 
jan prisoners.

Do Not Want Ambassador Bayard To 
Resign. 

London, March 20,—The Standard, com- 
menting on the action of the house of rep- 
resentatives in adopting the resolutions 
censuring Ambassador Bayard, will tomor- 
row say that, while there is some reason for 
the complaint against Mr. Bayard, it 
thinks his opponents ridiculous to exag- 
gerate the grievances. They have taken 
an ungenerous: advantage.

St. Petersburg, March 20.—The ceremony 
of the coronation of the czar has been final- 
ly fixed for May 26th.

The czar and 
ezarina will make a triumphal entry into 
Moscow on May 2lst, and will leave that 
city on June 7th. 

The interim will be filled with ceremonies, 
religious services, receptions, balls, fetes 
and reviews. The preparations for the 
event are on the most lavish scale and the 
ceremony of coronation will be one of the 
most impressive and magnificent ever seen 
in the old Russian capital. 
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ENROLLING UNDER THE GREEN. 


The Khalifa Has Made a Call for 
Volunteers. 

London, March 20.—A dispatch from Cairo 
to The Globe says: The khalifa has pro- 
claimed a holy war against Egypt, calling 

‘upon all dervishes capable of bearing arms 
to enroll themselves under the green ban- 
quit Kassala and join the dervishes 

around Dongola. 

The British and Egyptian troops are in a 
healthy condition and are drilling. A num- 
ber of machine guns have been started 
for the front.

Daughter of Mississippi’; Governor

Favorable Report Regarding Senators 
and a Popular Yote, 


A LONG COMMITTEE REPORT 


Recent Deadlocks in Kentucky and 


Delaware Pointed To. 


SOME EVILS THAT WILL BE RID OF 


Demand for the Change Is Loud and 
Prolonged—Some Vital Points . 
Are Presented. 


Washington, March 20.—The senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections today 
made a favorable report on the amendment 
to the constitution providing for the elec- 
tion of United States senators by a direct 
vote of the people. 

The report is very voluminous. 
other things, it says: 

“In the judgment of your committee any 
movement that looks to the right of the 
people to be heard directly in the election 
of senators cannot but result beneficially 
to all concerned. The adoption of this pro- 
posed amendnrent will, in the judgment of 
your committee, bring the Senate into 
more amicable relations with the people. 
Jt will remove prejudices now existing 
which are rapidly becoming deeply and 
dangerously fastened upon the publie mind. 
It will invoke a spirit of mutual forebear- 
ance and respect as between the senate 
and the people which upfortunately does 
not now exist to that degree that is de- 
sirable. It will restore confidence. It will 
tend to elevate the character, advance the 
dignity, increase the usefulness, extend 
the influence and justly magnify the 
power of the senate and at the same time 
promote the welfare of all the people of 
the repubiic. +» The tendency of public opin- 
ion ® to disparage the senate and depre- 
ciate its dignity, its usefulness, its integ- 

ity, its power. If there is any cause 
for this tendency in the public mind it 
should be removed without delay. Al- 
though the senate of the United States 
should be and in fact is the nfost dignified 
as well as the most important legislative 
body in the world, the tendency in public 
journalism and in the popular mind, is in 
a large degree to detract from its impor- 
tance, minimize its dignity and power. .and 
cast the spirit of obloquy over and around 
it and its members. While your committee 
are of‘the opinion that the impression 
which leads to all this is to @ Very gpeat 
extent at least not well founded, yet it 
is a fact that cannot be ignored that it 


exists. 
People AreHemmed In. 

“One weighty and pfincipal objection to 
the present system of electing senators 
by the legislatures of the respective 
states,” the report eéntinues, | 
are -hedged ‘ahout ; 
will is manaecled, his Volition pa , 
he cannot vote for his choice. He cannot, 
in faet, vote directly at all, but must 
content himself with casting a vote for 
members of the legislature, who may or 
may not properly represent his wishes in 
the vote they may cast for senator. It 
carries with it the implication that the 
people, the qualified voters of a state, are 
for some reason unfit for the full éxer- 
cise of the elective franchise. except in a 
qualified and largely restricied sense. The 
present system in practice, purpose and 
effect a declaration that for some occult 
reason which is no way made manifest, 
it is unsafe and prejudical to the public 
interests to commit the election of senators 
to a vote of the people.”’ 

Interests of State Suffer. 

The committee points out that the ma- 
teriaf interests of the state suffer by 
reason of protracted senatorial contests 
that are of frequent occurrence. Instances 
in New York, Oregon, Washington, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Wyonfing and Kentucky are 
cited. ‘The recent contest before the leg- 
islature of the state of Delaware,” says 
the report, “‘is fresh in the public mind, 
resulting in the claim now pending of Mr. 
Dupont, to a seat in the senate while the 
daily reports of the interminable contest 
in the legislature of the state of Kentucky, 
with no result after many weary months 
of fruitless balloting, adds strength to the 
proposition of your committee.” 

Continuing on this line, the report says: 

“But another vital objection to the elec- 
tion of senators by the legislature and 
in favor of the change proposed must be 
apparent to all. How frequently is it true 
that in the selection of members of a staté 
legislature at a time when such legisla- 
ture has the election of a senator, every 
consideration -is lost sight of except 
the solitary one as to how candidates, if 
elected, will vote on the question of the 
senatorship? The question as to the can- 
didate’s qualifications for the business of 
general legislation or the views he enter- 
tains with reference to the. great material] 
interests of the state are wholly lost sight 
of.”’ 

Popular opinion has,. the committee says, 
taken hold of the subject and the demand 
for this change is loud and, emphatic. The 
belief in the public mind is rapidly gain- 
ing that proper deference is not given by 
the senate to the dem*tands and the inter- 
ests of the people. In conclusion the com- 
mittee says: “The people dernand a voice 
in the election of senators and should in 
the judgment of your committee be re- 
spected. So, whatever may be said ito 
the contrary, whatever may be thought 
of the sanctity of the constitution as it 
stands it must be admitted by all that 
the people are becoming restive under its 
restraints on the rights of those entitled 
under the constitution and laws to exer- 
cise the elective franchise. The move- 
ment of the people in the interests of the 
people on this, as on many other questions, 
is stalwart and universal and the sooner 
this great fact is recognized by the repre- 
sentatives of the people the betteg,”

And 
Morton, with all his boodle and Tom Platt 
to manage, is not sure of a solid New York 
delegation. 

Up in New England there are signs that 
forebode a break from the man from 
Maine. A number of New England poli- 
ticians are here now to find out whether 
Chandler and Lodge are fooling them 
when they say Reed will be nominated. 
These fellows are the men who want of- 
fices and work in politics for them. They 
have conceived the idea that McKinley 
may get the nomination on the first bal- 
lot. Chandler and Lodge are endeavor- 
ing to reassure them, but they are waver- 
ing in their support of Reed. 

Quay’s object in fighting McKinley has 
just developed. If he can name the candi- 
date under his favorite son pian he will re- 
sume his old place, in which he was emi- 
hently successful. Quay is a fine general, 
both to plan and fight a battle, and he is 
recognized as the greatest organizer in 
American politics. 

If McKinley should be nomirated Quay 
could not conduct the campa'gn.

AN ACCIDENTAL SHOT. 


Hall Reports the San Juan Incident. 
' Agramonte’s Case. 
Washington, March 20.—A dispatch to the 
State department today from Consul Gener- 
al Williams at Havana reported that he had 
investigated the arrest and imprisonment 
of Olivreio Agramonte, an alleged Ameri- 
can citizen charged with complicity in the 
Cuban insurrection, and has ascertained 
that Agramonte is'a Spanish _ subject. 
This disposes of the case so far as the in- 
terference of this government is concerned. 
Agramonte has friends in New York city 
who reported his arrest to the department. 
He is the manager of a plantation in Cuba. 
A repcrt received through the mail at the 
department today from John D. Hall, cf 
Connecticut, United States consul at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, shows that the story told 
in New York yesterday by a passenger of 
the steamer South Cambria, about an al- 
leged attempt on Mr. Hall's life by a Span- 
ish soldier on March 4th, is erroneous. 
Hall says he has no reason to believe 
the bullet fired was intended for him. 
the contrary he believes the shooting was 
accidental. The consul’s house is opposite 
the Spanish prison at San Juan. 


THEIR NEW PLAN. 


Coal Operators and Miners in East Ten- 
ness To Take a Hand in Politics. 

Knoxville, Tenn. March 20.—(Special.)— 
The coal operators and miners of the 
Jellico, Oliver Springs and Middlesborough 
districts are going to take a hand in poli- 
tics, in order to keep the state from en- 
gaging in the coal mining business and 
working convicts in competition with free 
labor. 

The operators and. miners of East Ten- 
nessee are together for once and they 
are going to resort to the ballot instead of 
the sword to stop the competition of the 
state in mining ‘coal with the convicts 
and placing it upon the market at a lower 
price than they can mine and sell it with 
free labor. A meeting of the leading 
coal operators of East Tennessee was held 
at the Imperial hotel yesterday to discuss 
this subject. The operators are backed 
in the move they propose to make by 
every miner in East Tennessee. At the 
meeting the situation was discussed and 
it was agreed to support the candidate 
for governor and other candidates for 
office this fall who would pledge them- 
selves to use their influence and make 
every effort within their power to abolish 
the convict coal mining system. 

The operators claim that they can con- 
trol 5,000 votes among themselves and the 
men they employ for the candidate or 
set of candidates who will pledge them- 
selves to work to this end. Not only can 
they control their own vote and the voice 
of the men they employ, but they intend 
to bring the pressure to bear upon the 
wholesale merchants of Knoxville in such 
a way that they carnot help but join in 
the fight, which means that thousands of 
votes will be placed under their control. 
The coal operators claim that’ they ex- 
pend about $300,000-per annum in the state 
and that they propose to make it count 
in their elections.

They Were Charged with Firing 
Crackers—Were Fined By the 
Recorder and Appealed. 


Mongomery, Ala., March 20.—(Special.)— 
It will be remembered that on last Christ- 
mas day a number of young gentlemen 
were standing on Knabe’s corner, one of 
them holding a large cannon cracker in 
his hand, when some one who has never 
been ascertained, struck a match and set 
it off. It exploded in the midst of the 
party and several policemen near by under- 
took to arrest the member of. the party 
who held the cracker for a violation of 
the city ordinance which prohibits the fir- 
ing of crackers inside the fire limits. The 
young gentleman rebelled at being arrested, 
claiming that he was innocent of any 
charge and that the cracker had been 
lighted without his knowledge and con- 
sent. 

The officers undertook to insist on their 
point when the young man’s friends came 
to his rescue and declined to permit him 
to be taken. By this time propably fifty 
citizens had gathered and practically all 
of them sided with the boys. A number of 
clubs were raised, a pistol or two were 
raised and an enormous amount of excite- 
ment was engendered, although not much 
ill will was aroused. 

A few days afterwards the boys were sum- 
moned to the recorder’s court and were 
fined $10 each. They appealed and the case 
came up for trial today in the city court. 
Captain Graham, the attorney who repre- 
sented the city, announced that he had 
been able, to get no evidence which would 
tend to convict the young men and that 
the prosecution of the case could only in- 
volve the county in expense. He, therefore, 
nol prossed it and the defendants were dis- 
charged.

FAILURES FOR TWO WEEKS I 
MARCH OVERWHELMING. 


Comparison Shows $6,799,397 This 
Year Against $3,372,471 One 
Year Ago. 


New York, March 20.—R. G. Dun & Co. 
will say tomorrow: 

“Pailures for two weeks of aiMrch cover 
liabilities of $6,799,397, against $3,372,471 last 
year. 

“Failures for the week were 261 in the 
United States, against 278 last year, and 49 
in Canada, against 35 last year. 

“A movement toward better things is still 
the exception. There is better business in 
shoes and small industries and there has 
been a squeezing of short sellers in cotton. 

“But the general tendency of industries 

and prices is not encouraging and those 
who were most hopeful a month ago are 
still waiting, not so hopefully, for the ex- 
pected recovery. A sharp decline in the 
prices of cotton goods is the comment of 
mills on rising cotton. Goods now average 
lower than since May, 1895, having declined 
4.2 per cent for the week; print cloths to 
2% cents, which is only a sixteenth above 
the lowest price on record. The accumula- 
tion of goods in the face of rapidly dimin- 
ishing demand has brought the closing of 
one of the largest mills and others are con- 
sidering the same step. 
“The iron industry shows but a slight 
@verage decline in prices, as combina- 
tions still insist upon the highest prices of 
last year, and the demand is naturally cur- 
tailed. Quotations are deceptive because 
lower prices are constantly made to secure 
business, but with ore and coke combina- 
tions demanding high figures, hesitation is 
inevitable. Minor metals chapge little, but 
aluminium, by misprint quoted here er- 
roneously last week, sells at 60 cents. 

“Speculation in cotton has caught short 
sellers in trouble and just because they 
thought prices must go lower, the shorts

March 20.—The sensation 
of the week in North Carolina politics is 
the adoption by the republican state com- 
mittee of a resolution taking from State 
Chairman Holton the power to look into 
the contests of seats SY delegates to the 
state convention and giving the state com- 
mittee power to pass upon any contests 
the day before the conventicn. 

Senator Pritenard has a letter from 
Chairman Carter, of the national commit- 
tee, saying this is the custom at national 
conventions. But it has never been done 
in North Carolina, where the plan of or- 
ganization provides that the state chair- 
man shall c2jl the converticns to order and 
act as temporary chairman until a perma- 
nent organization is effected with power 
only to appeal and receive the report of 
the committee on credentials. Chairmar. 
Holton says he will fellow this plan and 
that the state committee cannot invade ihe 
platform. Secretary Harris, of the state 
committee, insists that its authority to 
examine into contested seats and devide 
who has prima facie right to be seated in 
temporary organization is inherent in the 
committee. The matter excites widespread 
attention.

“General trade throughout the United 


States for the first quarter of 1896 is dis- 
appointing. The most favorable reports at 
this time are those which declare the vol- 


ume of business only equal to, in a few 
instances in excess, of the like totai of a 


year ago. The faet that interior merchants 
are buying more freely in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and part of Nebraska, 
where the snow and rain have prepared 
the soil for the crops, constitutes almost 
the one favorable announcement for the 
week. In almost all other parts of the 
country east of tue Mississippi stormy 
weather has tended to check the volume of 
business and still further restrict mercan- 
tile collections, which have been exception- 
ally slow for more than amonth. The win- 
ter’s jobbing business in staple lines, with 
few exceptions, was unsatisfactory, as has 
been that for the coming spring. The pro- 
longed falling off in demand in the iron 
and steel, cotton, woolen and shoe indus- 
tries presents no sign of early improve- 
meat. As a consequence, hides, leather 
and shoes are all weaker—in some in- 
stances lower. Ginghams and print cloths 
have sold for less money with the week; 
the demand for American woolen goods re- 
mains in marked contrast to the active re- 
quest for like goods of foreign make, and 
quotations for some grades of iron are low- 
er than last week, without prospects for 
immediate improvement. Wholesale trade 
in men’s wear, including clothing, is de- 
pressed by heavy stocks carried over, and 
low quotations for domestic wool have 
sent some abroad. The unusually large 
number of business failures taking place 
during the first quarter of this year prom- 
ises to make a record. The total for the 
current week throughout the country is 
300, or 18 more than last week, 48 more 
than in the like week of 1895. While the 
distribution of merchandise at the north- 
west is not as active as a few weeks ago, it 
is of a larger volume than a year ago. 
Country bankers in that and regions fur- 
ther south have been withdrawing Chicago 
balances, but northwestern jobbers con- 
tinue confident of the revival of the coun- 
try demand. General business at the south 
remains unchanged. In additién to reac- 
tions in quotations noted, prices for wheat 
flour, wheat, pork and lard are lower; those 
for Indian corn, sugar and refined cotton 
and for crude and refined petroleum are 
higher. The continued advanced price for

WRIGHT AND BARRETT. 


THEIR CASE WAS BEFORE THE 
RECORDER IN AUGUSTA. 


Mr. Barrett Was Fined and Mr. Wright 
Was Dismissed—Naval Officers 
Entertained. 


Augusta, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—The 
hostile meeting between Messrs. Boykin 
Wright and James Barrett ended today 
with a hearing before the recorder and a 
fine of $ upon Mr. James Barrett. Mr. 
W. H. Barrett, Jr., the recorder, was dis- 
qualified from presiding by relationship, 
and Mayor Young acted as recorder. 

Mr. Whight was present and was repre- 
sented by Hon. Joseph B. Cumming. Mr. 
Barrett did not appear, and was represent- 
ed by Mr. William E. Jackson, Jr., who 
entered a plea of guiity for his client. 

The testimony of Messrs, Buist, McCar- 
tv and Elrod, the witnesses to the encoun- 
ter, was the same as has already been 
published in your columns. Mr. Boykin 
Wright made the following statement: 

“After writing my card regarding Mr. 
Barrett's character I went prepared for 
him for several days, during which time 
1 met him twice on the streets and he 
showed no disposition to resent it, or at- 
tack mre. He then published a card saying 
that he banished the whole thing from his 
mind. I then no longer expected an at- 
tack from him. On the occasion in ques- 
tion, however, he noticed that I had my 
hands up, putting on my gloves and was 
unprepared for an attack, hence he made 
the assault. I have no hesitancy in saying 
that I went prepared for Mr. Barrett 
some days and would not have permitted 
a man of his size to approach me to make 
an assault,” 

The case against Mr. Wr'ght was dis- 
missed and Mr. Barrett was fined $5. Thus 
ends without damage to anybody what 
might have termnated very seriously had 
the attack.upon Mr. Wright been made at 
the time of the newspaper controversy.

NEW OUTLET TO THE SEA. 


A Railroad To Be Extended to Satilla 
Bluff. 

Waycross, Ga, March 20.—(Special.)— 
Captain S. T. Walker, the general superin- 
tendent of the Suwanee Canal Company, 
returned this morning from Atlanta, 
where he has been since Wednesday, at- 
tending the arnual meeting of the direc- 
tors of the company. The company elect- 
ed General Henry R. Jackson to the office 
of president, and Captain Walker was re- 
elected to his office. 

Captain Walker says the company is 
making b’'g money now, and several hun- 
dred thousand feet of timber are shipped 
to Wew York via Fernandina and the 
Mallory line every week. 

Camp Cornelia has been growing lately, 
and neat cottages and handsome residences 
are taking the places of the shacks that 
were the only accommodation there a 
year ago. 

A survey for the extension of the com- 
pany’s railroad to Satilla Bluff, on the 
Satilla river, was made about six months 
ago, and the road will very likely be built 
in the near future. The line has been 
completed to Folkston from Camp Cor- 
nelia, a distance of twelve miles, and only 
twenty-five miles will have to be built to 
complete the Satilla Bluff extension. From 
Satilla Bluff the company will run a line 
of towboats to South Brunswick, at the 
mouth of the Satilla riyer, and connection 
will there be made for "New York, via the 
Mallory line. Thus, when the company’s 
road to Satilla Bluff has been completed 
and the I'ne of towboats have been put 
on the Satilla river, a»edirect route will be 
obtained to the Mallory line. At present 
the company's traffic is done through the 
port of Fernandina, which is reached via 
the St. Mary’s river.

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WOULD NOT GO BACK 


Richard Williams Complained at the 
Time He Says He Was Beaten. 


TOLD THE PRISON OFFICIALS 


Turnkey Gallagher Remembers a Cry- 
ing Negro Who Swore He Would 
Never Go Back. 


Chief of Police Connolly has not yet taken 
action in the cas2 of ex-Detectives Conn 
and Mehaffey, who are under indictment 
by the county grand jury for assault and 
battery on the person of Richard Wil- 
liams. Considerable information about the 
case is being secured by the chief and he 
may concluae the investigation today. 

Yesterday morning ex-Turnkey Thomas 
Gallagher and Janitor Jeff Arnold were 
questioned about the case and both rémem- 
ber enough of the matter to show that 
Williams called their attention to the al- 
leged fact that he had been beaten at the 
time the assault is alleged to have occur- 
red. Officer Gallagher is not positive that 
Williams is the negro who made a signifi- 
cant remark to him, but he says that the 
negro may be the same one. 

Janitor Arnold says that Williams said 
that he had been beaten in the detectives’ 
office. That was when Williams was 
brought downstairs from the detectives’ 
office and lIecked up in a cell. The janitor 
locked the negro up and he heard him 
telling some of the prisoners about how he 
was whipped. The janitor remembers the 
case well, he says, and he stated to the 
chief that it was Williams who made the 
remark to Turnkey Gallagher. 

‘““‘Would Go to H—!1 First.”’ 

Officer Gallagher says that abcut Jan- 
uary llth one of the negro prisoners under 
his charge complained, and that when he 
asked the negro what he was crying about 
the prisoner said that he would never go 
baek to the detectives’ office again. The 
turnkey says that the negro said that he 
would ‘‘die and go to h—1 before he would 
go back.’ At that time the prison was 
well filled with prisoners and in the rush 
the turnkey did not pay particular atten- 
tion to the negro who was crying and 
made the remark. 

Chief Connolly is of the epinion that the 
negro referred to by Officer Gallagher was 
Willidms. The accounts of the occurrence 
appear to the chief to establish ile fact 
given by Janitor Arnold and the turnkey 
that it was Williams who cried and com- 
plained of his treatment in the detectives’ 
office by Conn and Mehaffey. 

Captain Wright Will Talk. 

Ex-chief of Detectives Wright will 
about the case this morning. 
Other persons who may know something 
of the case will be questioned by the chief 
before he makes a report of the matter. 
When the investigation is concluded a re- 
port of it will be sent to Chairman Branan 
of the police board. The head of the board 
will probably decide what is to be done in 
the matter. Mr. Branan and Chief Con- 
nolly have expressed themselves to The 
Constitution as being opposed to such 
methods of securing confessions from pris- 
oners as Williams alleges was practiced 
upon him. The authorities state that the 
proper action will be taken. 


He Didn’t Ask for It. 


When Chief Connolly returned to his of- 
fice from dinner yesterday he found on 
his desk a little document which he did 
not expect there. Glanc'ng at the paper, 
he found that it was a certificate purport- 
ing to be signed by Drs. M. C. Martin, 
W. A. Childress and Allen D. Johnson to 
the effect that the signers had made an e€x- 
amination of Wiliiams yesterday. The 
chief did not request the physictans to 
make the examination and when he inycs- 
tigated the matter he found that the cer- 
tificate had been placed on his desk by 
one of the detectives interested. The phy- 
sicians certified that they had made a 
minute examination of Williams and nad 
failed to find any external evidence of any 
recent injury of any kind. They feund 
some old marks or scars on Williams’s 
back, which he claimed were catiej;d by a 
dog bite. The doctors attempted to exam- 
ine the negro in another manner, but were 
not successful in the experiment. They 
foun’ that Williams complained of a sore- 
ness under the left shoulder blade, waich, 
in the opinion of the physicians, Vg'= caus- 
ed by rheumatism, if affected at az:l. 

Dr. Childress on Record. 

Dr. Childress is the physician who at- 
tended Williams when he was released from 
the police station. He was a witness be- 
fore the grand jury. It is said that he 
explained to the jury the nature of the 
injuries on the body of Williams which he 
treated. It is said that he told the jury 
that Williams was in a bad way on Janu- 
ary 14th, when he was called to attend him, 
and that he was quite ill for some time 
afterwards. The negro’sa kidneys were af- 
fected, the doctor is said to have remark- 
ed to the jury. When asked about the case 
by a Constitution representative Tuesday 
night, Dr. Childress stated that Williams 
was injured about the back of the neck or 
shoulder as if struck by a weapon of some 
kind. The physician said that the negro’s 
kidneys were injured as if struck and 
bruised by something. The physician said 
that Williams was in a bad way for sev- 
eral weeks and that he went befcre the 
grand jury as soon as he could get about. 
The doctor said that Williams iold him 
that Conn and Mehaffey beat him whiie 
in the detectives’ office a day or two before 
the physician was calied in. The negro 
was released on the 13th. The doctor ex- 
amined him on the l4th.

The Police Have Arrested Two Alleged 
Negro Thieves. 

Dock Barefield and Albert Blalock are 
alleged to be two very bold and successful 
burglars. They are accused of burglariz- 
ing several houses and stores and as a 
result of their arrest over $100 worth of 
stolen goods have been recovered by the 
police.

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“A WOMAN OF WAR.” 


The Dramatization of General Agnus’s 
Stirring Novel. 

The heroic devotion of the women of the 
south to the cause of the confederacy has 
been the theme of song and story. It ts 
not strange, then, that a southern woman 
of the days of 1861 has been made the cen- 
tral figure of a war play; the wonder {s 
that it was net sooner done. “A Woman 
of War,” such a play, was presented for 
the first time in this city last night at the 
Grand by Miss Virginia Stuart and her as- 


sociates. 

This play is a dramatization of General 
Felix Agnus’s novel of the same name and 
could not, therefore, be otherwise than 
interesting and at times thrilling. The ac- 
tion of the play hinges upon the discovery 
and arrest of a young southern woman, 
whose home is within the federal lines, as 
a spy.

An officer pleads in- 
sanity for her, but she scorns the plea and 
bids them do their worst. She is found 
guilty and condemned to die at daybreak 
the next morning. 

The last act is a camp scene. The con- 
demned woman is brought out and, after 
a tearful parting with her friends, is about 
to be shot, when a pardon arrives and she 
is welcomed to the arms of her Jover. 

The story is well told and some of the 
climaxes are strong. The dialogue abounds 
in patriotic sentiments which were received 
with great applause.

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Danger to the Party. 

The proposition to postpone the sena- 
forial primaries to October 7th, the day 
of the regular state election, is fraught 
with danger and possible disaster. But 
even if there were no danger whatever, 
and no possibility of disaster, the propo- 
sition to postpone would be absurd on 
the face of it. Why postpone from June 
to October a question that every demo- 
erat will be prepared to settle to his own 
satisfaction on the earlier date? In what 
way will postponement help the party 
or the candidates? What great scheme 
is wrapped up in the senatorial race 
that its settlement by the honest voters 
of the state should be postponed to a day 
When they should have all preliminary 
matters off their hands and be engaged 
in fighting the common enemy ? 

Viewing the proposition to postpone 
in the most favorable light, it is impos- 
sible to perceive what is to be gained 
by the party at large. Will some of 
those who seem to be interested in post- 
poning the senatorial primary to the day 
of the state election inform us how the 
party is helped by it? Will it add to 
party harmeny? Will it add io the 
party strength and unity? If so, how? 

There is one significant fact to be 
borne in mind, namely, that the very 
element that is now trying to have the 
senatorial primaries postponed from 
June to October 7th is the element that 
opposed with all its influence the con- 
solidation of the primaries. and that first 
opposed any primary action—soon or 
late—on the senatorship. The state ex- 
ecutive committee, acting for the wel- 
fare of the party and in behalf of no 
faction whatever, consolidated the two 
conventions into. one and consolidated 
the primaries for the election of dele- 
gates on June 6th, remitting to the coun- 
ty executive committees the proposition 
to submit the question of senatorial 
candidates to the people. 

The very fact that the proposition to 
hold the senatorial primary on the day 
ordered for other primaries is opposed 
by the element that has fought the sim- 
ple, harmonious and uniform plan of 
the state commitiee all the way through 
is sufficient to cast suspicion on the ob- 
ject that is sought to be gained. This 
element has not only fought the plan 
adopted by the state committee, but has 
actively opposed any action at all on the 
question of giving the people an op- 
portunity to express their choice for 
senator, as suggested by Judge Crisp. 

Why should an element so contentious 
be afraid of party harmony? Why 
should it shrink from and oppose a 
plan intended to bring out the full vote 
of the party? Why should it 
the suggestion that the people have a 
right to express their choice for United 

States senator? Why should this eon- 
‘tentious element desire to slide this par- 

ticular priniary into the midst of the 

State election’ Why should it be afraid

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One Thing Which We Might See. 

Kven hard times are not without their 
valuable practical object lesson. When 
the financial panic came on, five years 
ago, the farmers were among tbe first to 
feel its effects. They shifted their sails 
to meet the changed conditions. They 
practically the closest economy and lived 
more off their own acres. This econ- 
omy on their part was felt more keenly, 
perhaps, by the railroads than by any 
other branch of commerce. The great 
transportation companies began to turn 
their sails to suit the light trade winds 
These corporations 
had to retrench and expenses were 
pared down with a sharp knife. Re- 
trenchment continued until the operating 
expenses were brought down to bed 
rock. In the meantime relief from press- 
ing obligations was found by many 
companies in receiverships. Within the 
past year many thousands of miles of 
road have emerged from the courts. 
Now we find that the roads are showing 
increased net earnings week after week. 
This is not so much due to a larger yol- 
ume of business as it is to less cost of 
handling the traffic, stability of rates 
and the comparative absence of labor 
troubles. It cannot be credited to an 
improved financial condition of the coun- 
try at large, for the nation, as a govyern- 
ment, has been running in debt during 
the last two years at the rate of $10,000,- 
000 a month. 

Suppose that the national finances had 
been so managed that the government 
would now be able, like the railroads, to 
pay its operating expenses and to have 
some net earnings at the end of every 
month; imagine the country moving 
along on a policy which maintained the 
parity between the debtor’s dollar of 
obligation and the creditor’s dollar of 
gold, and with the economies which are 
being practiced you would see an era 
of prosperity which could not: be 
matched in the history of the world.

Popular Vote for Senator. 

The gratifying progress of the move- 
ment to elect senators by the people is 
such as to give ground for hope that 
the time is not far distant when this im- 
portant matter will be left entirely in the 
hands of the people, and taken out of 
the uncertain and unsatisfactory chan- 
nel of election by the legislature. 

The election committee of the senate 
yesterday reported favorably to that 
body the joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the federal constitution 
providing for the election of senators 
by the direct vote of the people. 

The committee accompanies its favor- 
able report with unanswerable argu- 
ments in favor of the proposed change, 
which it says is demanded by the peo- 
ple. 

It is to be hoped that a proposition 
of such great merit will not be allowed 
to die on the calendar of the senate with- 
out action. If the measure ever comes 
to a vote in the senate it will be adopted, 
and if it goes to the house it is needless 
to say that it will receive the favorable 
verdict of that body: a former house 
having, by an overwhelming majority, 
voted in favor of a similar resolution. 

The resolution is now in its most dan- 
gerous stage and its success depends 
entirely upon its receiving final action 
by the senate. Many propositions, and 
Some even of greater merit than this. 
have been allowed to die in the senate 
by the slow process of calendar strangn- 
lation, and since one measure of this 
kind, after having passed the house. has 
been killed in the senate by refusal to 
act, if cannot be said that the outlook 
for the passage of the resolution is as 
bright as the people would like to 
have it. .

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John C. Winder’s Illness. 

Major John C. Winder, of Raleigh, N. 
(., is reported to be critically ill, having 
suffered a stroke of paralysis Wednes- 
‘day night. Major Winder was for many 
years officially connected with the Sea- 
board Air-Line Railway Company. He 
was general manager when the system 
was extended from Monroe, N. C., to At- 
lanta and he was actively identified with 
the work which gave Atlanta a new out- 
let to the north. When he was general 
manager and the late Moncure Robinson 
was president, the Seaboard enjoyed its 
most prosperous years. It was one of 
the best paying railway properties in the 
country. Major Winder’s policy was 
progressive without going beyond the 
bounds of conservatism. He was suc- 
cessful in the management of his pri- 
vate business affairs and accumulated 
a comfortable fortune. About a year 
ago he retired from the vice presidency 
of the Seaboard after a long and faith- 
ful service. The news of his critical 
condition will carry profound regret all 
through the Atlantic coast states. 
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The Gold Contractionists. 

In the course of a sensible and timely 
editorial article on the democratic out- 
look, The Washington Post has the fol- 
lowing reflections on the situation in 
some of the southern states: 

Do the democrats really intend to make 
a fight? And if they do, how can they 
make it with any prospect of success ex- 
cept by coming together, sinking their 
quarrels, resentments and hatreds and 
returning to the time-honored tenets and 
observances of the party? They cannot 
afford to proscribe and perseciite each oth- 
er because of gold and siiver, or because 
of differences as to the tariff. In Mary- 
land they murdered their party in order. to 
punish Mr. Gorman for having made it 
compact end triumphant. In Kentucky 
they murdered their party because 
a handful of fanatical monometallists were 
willing to turn the state over to the repub- 
licans rather than see Blackburn, the 
choice of seven-eighths of the democracy, 
return to the United States senate. In 
Alabama they are barking at the heeis of 
Morgan and imperiling the integrity of 
the organization because a lot of cockoo 
oftice holders oppose his financial views. 
They no longer fight within the party and 
Stand loyally by its deliberate and honest 
verdict. If they cannot rule, they ruin. 
The opposing party is nearer and dearer 
to them than the hostile factions of their 
own. Has this miserable madness gone 
too far to be arrested? Is it impossible for 
democrats to recover themselves, to vote 
together for the party’s choice without 
reference to his views on silver or the 
tariff, to leave to the democratic convention 
the selection of a candidate and the 
formulation of a platform and then to 
Support the chosen leaders and the au- 
thoritative utterances of the party in good 
fafth, loyally, with honest devotion and 
enthusiasm? If not, then is the democratic 
party dead, indeed! 

Leaving out of view the conclusions at 
which The Post arrives, it is undeniable 
that its description of the situation is 
well nigh perfect. What the gold con- 
tractionists have done in Kentucky they 
are anxious to do in all the democratic 
Siates. All tliey ask is an opportunity. 
In Kentucky, as our contemporary says, 
they were willing to turn the state over 
to the republicans rather than see Black- 
burn, the choice of seven-eighths of the 
party, return to the senate. Constitut- 
ing an almost infinitesimal minority in 
the party, the gold contractionists have. 
nevemleless, been in a position to de- 
feat the will of the people, and they have 
used their power with a relish that 
Shows that they care nothing whatever 
for democratic traditions and principles 
but are willing to sacrifice everything in 
behalf of the republican scheme of the 
Single gold standard and the contrae- 
tion of the currency in the interest of 
the bondholders and metropolitan money 
lenders. 

AS it has been in Kentucky, so it 
would be in every other democratic state 
were the gold contractionists permitted 
to carry out their plans. Their pur- 
pose is torwe.orruin. They have shown 
that they are not only willing but are 
anxious to sacrifice the party on the 
golden altar of the money power. And 
what more natural? If the gold contrac- 
tionists are willing to see the most vital 
interests of the people sacrificed to the 
greed of the money power, why should 
they not be willing to sacrifice the dem- 
ocratic party and destroy it? What 
more natural than that these gold econ- 
tractionists should prefer to see the re- 
publican party succeed rather than elect 
a genuine democrat to the United States 
senate where his vote would inevitably 
be recorded against their cherished 
plans?

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Crisp and Free Coinage. 

The Savannah Press seems to be es- 
pecially unjust in its attacks on Speaker 
Crisp. Only a few days ago it declared 
that the distinguished ex-speaker a4l- 
lowed his opportunity to pass when he 
refused to accept the senatorial appoint- 
ment made by Governor Northen. It 
gave him no credit whatever for de- 
clining the office, which, as he said at 
the time, it was the ambition of his life 
to hold, because his duty to the party 
demanded that he retain the position of 
speaker until the close of the session 
in order that an unfortunate party con- 
flict might not be precipitated just on 
the eve of the national elections. Among 
those who were most earnest in their 
appeals to him to decline the senator- 
ship were the most prominent members 
on the democratic side, who agreed with 
the financial policy of the administra- 
tion—notably, Congressman’ Isador 
Straus, of New York, and other no less 
rabid gold standardists, who united in 
a petition with other democratic mem- 
bers of the house, urging Speaker Crisp 
to decline the senatorial promotion then 
in his hands. Had Speaker Crisp ae- 
cepted the appointment—and he was 
strongly impelled by his desire to do so— 
the democrats of the house would have 
been thrown into serious contention on 
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already existing was sufficient to cause | 
enough trouble without inviting other 
dissension. 

A recent editorial of The* Press, repro- 
duced with conspicuous display by the 
“official organ” of the secretary ef the 
interior, intimates—more than it directly 
charges—that when speaker the last 
time Judge Crisp so conducted himself 
as to be considered a “sound money” 
man, the inference being that he was 
a gold standardist, because the kind of 
“sound money” Judge Crisp favors is 
much sounder than the 200 cent variety 
advocated by The Press. 

The Press says: 

When last speaker, democrats at home 
and abroad regarded Judge Crisp as a 
sound money man. He appointed the house 
committee that repealed the Sherman iaw 
and the last house coinage committee 
created by him showed a clear majority 
for sound money. Now that the campaign 
is on in Georgia Judge Crisp becomes a 
free silver advocate. 

The distinguished ex-speaker is going to 
have a hard fight for the senatorship. He 
must confront strong men on the stump 
and gccount for his own change of views 
on the leading question of the day. 

The statement that Speaker Crisp, in 
his appointment of the house committee 
on coinage, gaye the majority to the 
“sound money’men does him an injustice 
of which we are surprised that a paper 
of such honorable purposes as The 
Press would be guilty. It is a well- 
known fact that the committee on coin- 
age are composed of an indisputed ma- 
jority of free coinage members when 
appointed by the speaker. Probably the 
strongest free coinage man on the com- 
mittee was Kilgore, of Texas, who had 
been the most rampant and enthusiastic 
free coinage man in the house ever since 
he had been a member of congress. Af- 
ter Kilgore’s appointment he was taken 
to the mountains, by the way of the 
white house, and it suddenly developed 
that Kilgore, the most intense of all 
free coinage democrats in the house, had 
lost his enthusiasm, and by the certain 
process of evolution Kilgore was soon 
transferred into harmonious action with 
the administration's views on the finan- 
cial question. Of course, everybody 
knew that something was wrong and 
that the reason for it would soon de- 
velop. About that time Wilgore’s con- 
stituents in Texas met, and it did not 
take them long to get even with him for 
his miserable betrayal. They dropped 
him and nominated somebody else, and 
after awhile the secret of Kilgore’s sud- 
den flop became apparent, when he re- 
ceived the appointment to a federal 
judgeship, which he now holds some- 
where in Indian Territory. 

As it was with Kilgore, so it was with 
other members of the committee. One 
by one they were worked upon, and by 
the use of insidious influence the free 
coinage majority appointed by Speaker 
Crisp was altered. Before his appoint- 
ment, Kilgore was no less enthusiastic 
in advocating free coinage than was the 
secretary of the interior three years ago; 
but, like the latter. no sooner did the 
smell of presidential appointment reach 
his sensitive nostrils than his convictions 
departed. © 

Speaker Crisp had no more to do with 
KXilgore’s treachery than he did with the 
twelve-lay change of the secretary of 
the interior. 

If there is any one thing above another 
on which Speaker Crisp’s record is clear 
and indisputed, it is on the question of 
the free coinage of silver. 
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Three members of Mr. Cleveland’s cab- 
inet are about to take the field for the 
gold standard. By the way, what was 
it Mr. Cleveland said about the “perni- 
cious activity’ of federal office holders? 
Can it be really true that public office 
is a private bust? 
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It seems that Mr. Pulitzer has got 
himself into trouble about the Canovas 
dispatch. At least. some of the other 
newspapers are of the opinion that Mr. 
Pulitzer is in trouble. For our part, 
we are of the opinion that Mr. Pulitzer 
is as happy as a gold contractionist ever 
can be.

FACTS ABOUT DWARFS. 


Dwarfs have always been looked upon 
with an affectionate wonderment. In Rome 
they were so popular that the manufacture 
of freaks was a recognized trade. A tradi- 
tional recipe for dwarfing is the application 
to the spine of an ointment made of grease 
of moles, bats and dormice. 


Among the earliest famed dwarfs Phile- 
tus of Cos should be mentioned. He was a 
poet and the tutor of Ptolemy Philadelphus 
and was said to be so light that he carried 
weights in his pockets to keep himself from 
being blown away. He should never have 
tried such vain anchorage in our western 
cyclone tract. Nicephorus Calistus men- 
tions an Egyptian dwarf, aged twenty-five, 
and no larger than a partridge. Athenaeus 
crowds Mvunchausen by telling of a poet 
named Aristratus so small as to be invisi- 
ble. Marc Antony owned a dwarf, Sisyphus, 


high. 


Peter the Great gathered seventy dwarfs 
together on one famous occasion in i710; 
had a dozen at a time drawn in a one-horse 
carriage and celebrated & toy wedding and, 
a miniature wedding feast with a brjde- 
groom thirty-three inchés high, who danc- 
ed a minuet to the keen enjoyment of the 
emperor. The Russians last century had 
a veritable dwarf mania, the midgets serv- 
ing as pages and hostilers to the dogs. In 
Turkey they are still in great demand and 
a deaf and dumb dwarf is ihe ideal guard 
for a seraglio. 


The good people of Liege once boasted a 
woman of thirty-two inches, who lived to 
be one hundred years old. In William and 
Mary's time a German woman was exhibit- 
ed who was the mother of two children and 
was thirty-one inches high. A man of the 
same size was exhibited later and the cos- 
mopolitan list should include “the litile 
Scotchman,” a former dominie, who was 
two feet six inches tall at the age of sixty. 
Simon Paap was a Dutch dwarf of much 
symmetry. He was twenty-eight inches 
high, twenty-eight years old and twenty- 
eight pounds heavy, unless the recorder 
was a poet. 

Cherles Stratton, or our late Tom Thumb, 
was not the first dwarf to use that name.

REY. SAM JONES. 
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The Tabernacle Was Crowded Again 
Last Night. 


WERE WARMED BY THE SERMON 


Mr. Jones Entertained His Large Con- 
gregation—He Preached at Trini- 
ty Yesterday—Services Today. 


Sam Jones’s Appointments. Today— 

Trinity—10:30 a im. 

‘Tabernacle—3 p. m. 

Tubernacle—8 p. m., Sam Jones to colored 
people. 

Tabernacle—To mer only, 3 p. m. Sunday, 


The tabernacle was full again, and Sam 
Jones made it warm, notwithstanding the 
coli outside last night. He announced 
that he would preach to men only agair 
next Sunday afternoon at 8 o'clock and to 
the colored people tonight. 

He began last night by saying: 
derstand some of the theaters counted 
twelve or thirteen in the audience last 
night and the head man said he wouldn't 
show again until that mountebank, Sam 
Jones, left town. 1 am runping in compe- 
tition with nothing but the devil.” 

He selected as his text, “O Lord, gather 
not my soul with sinners.” 

“A man’s associations in this life,’’ said 
he, ‘‘determine his character, and his 
character will finally determine his destiny. 
A man is known by the company he keeps. 
No man can long associate with drunkards 
without drinking, with liars without lying, 
with swearers without swearing. You 
ought to be as particular about the com- 
rany you keep as you are about the kind 
of icod you eat. There isn’t a devil in hell 
but what is made worse by bad company, 
There isn’t an angel in heaven that 
iso’t made better by good company. I 
would rather my boy would associate with 
my spaniel dog, than with a bad man. I 
had rather run with wu hog than with a 
liquor swiller. My principal objection to 
the Capital City Club is that they drink 
liquor. Do they all drink it? I don’t know. 
There is not an angel in heaven that can 
Keepy the company of a demon and not be- 
come a devil My associations are just as 
important to my safety as are the associa- 
tions of an angel to his safety. 

“I'll preach to any crowd that will come 
to hear me, and I would go to hell and 
preach there if it was missionary ground, 
but I am particular about who I assu@yte 
with. And when Atlanta has got so many 
barrocms and beer saloons” you had better 
keep your boys in of nights. 

“You can’t make a good man and keep 
bad company. I’ve asked the fellows who 
joined the club if it made them ary better. 
I waot to ask another question: ‘How 
many sound taters will you have to put 
around a rotten tater to save it” The 
rotten tater will get the sound taters every 
time. The best thing a man ever did was 
to look well to his company. The best 
thing we could do for this country would 
be to build a wall ten miles high around 
it, and fence off the mean, the vile and 
vicious. I have been rurning with good 
folks for twenty years—folks that won't 
lie, won't steal, won’t drink, won’t gamble. 
A whipping post would be a good thing 
to whip these black-mcuthbed fellows that 
go home drunk. They go down town, ioad 
up on mean whisky and sour beer and then, 
with an old stinking pipe in their mouths, 
go home toa nice, sweet wife. 

“Every whisky drinker is a menace to 
society. I can’t afford to run with that 
crowd, and any man that will, will get to 
drinking like they do. I had as soon put 
a ladder to the highest building in this 
city and attempt to climb to the top of it 
with an armful of slippery eels as to Yrun 
with that sort and be decent. 

“A preacher not long since said to a sa- 
loon keeper standing in his door in this 
city: ‘Don’t you sometimes get tired of 
th's business?’ ‘Oh,’ said the saloon Keeper, 
‘if you could see the crowd that gathers 
here and hear their dirty, tilthy jokes and 
horrid oaths, you would think heil was 
going on earth.’ Oh, that is hard-earned 
money that the barkeeper gets. lt had 
rather work on the railroad at 30 cents a 
day the rest of my life than get a thou- 
sanl dollars a day selling Hquor. For if I 
sold it I would sell my conscience, my 
peace of mind and damn my fellows as well 
as myself. 

“TIT must lok to who I run with here, 
but God will look to who I run with here- 
after. 

“Tl have never refused to preach to the 
convicts in the penitentiaries. 1 have had 
petitions, with 2,500 names signed tq them, 
asking me to preach to them. I have seen 
the fiend of heil, chained to a beautiful 
boy who had the imprint of his sweet 
mother’s face still upon his, and I -aave 
said, ‘What a pity that boy should be 
chained to that vicious demon!’ And I 
have seen the husband there with a look 
upon his face as if he said ‘1 would give 
the world if I could get back to my wife 
and children once more,’ and | have seen 
that man chained to the brutal rapist! 

“{ don’t know what hell is nor where it 
is, but the most fearful feature of ft is 
its associations—the murderer, the adulter- 
er, the rapist, the demon, the fiend, all 
together. Oh! if I I should get there I 
would creep and crawl ten thousand years 
to get away from such associations. 

‘There are but two worids—heaven is the 
home of the good; hell is the home of the 
bad. If you don’t reform your life, you, 
will never be with God and the good here- 
after. 

“Do you know why Sam Jones preaches 
against everything that is bad? | know 
what it will do for a fellow. I will de- 
nounce the bad. { will approve the good, 
If you can show me where I have done 
wrong, call me down. 

“A man said to me ‘I haven’t found a 
member of the Capital City Club who is 
mad with you.’ 

*“ ‘Of course,’ said I, ‘I am not shooting at 
a fellow but a thing.’ | would smash every 
saloon in Atlanta if I could, but I would 
have every saloon keeper to come up here 
and get religion. | 

“A fellow that drinks and wants his boy 
to drink is a fool. A feilow that will cam- 
ble and wants his boy to gamble has no 
sense. 

“Your children will come on after you 
—hear my messag2. Cut loose from the as- 
sociations that are damning you! 

“T have thought about both worlds. The 
sweetest and happiest picture that heaven 
could present to me would be that of my 
mother standing on the golden streets with 
my father, and myself standing there He- 
side them, with my wife and children .by 
my side. 

“T don’t know whether TI shall get to 
heaven or not, though all the money I've 
got in the bank is God’s, and I am His. 
It seems to me I should suffer onifI went 
there alone. But if you would make hell 
intolerable to me, let me hear the shrieks 
of my boy in the dark caverns saying ‘I 
have followed you to the hell of the lost’’ 
and then the wails of my next boy saying 
‘I have followed my brother and he follow- 
ed you.’ Then turning to the left hear 
my precious girl saying. ‘Father, I have 
followed you,’ and then my wife saying ‘If 
vou had been faithful none of us would 
have been here.’ 

“T wil not be instrumental in the ruin of 
my bov, and if he goes to hell at last. he 
shall go over My prayers, and my example 
shall say ‘If I had followed your example 
I would not have been here!’ ”’ 

The effect ‘of the sermen was powerful.

But when the Bible says 
a Christian that is a Christian cannot sin, 
you deny it. The same logic will force 
you to admit the proposition. A man 
may have lived sober all his life and then 
zo down town and tank up on mean 
whisky: so a truthful man may lose his 
character for veracity. Then he is a lar. 
If you commit sin you are @ sinner. 

“T never heard much about the flesh un- 
til I joined the church. Whoever heard 
of a fellow saying, when arraigned for 
murder: ‘Judge, {I didn’t do it, but the 
flesh did it.’ The judge would say: “Take 
the old carcass out then and hang it.’ The 
further you put a fellow from the flesh 
the worse he is. 

“But one says we can’t live with sin.

These rubbing posts are for the sheep to 
rub against when they get vermin on 
them. Whenever you see certain members 
of the church at doubtful places they have 
come down to the devil’s rubbing post. 
They have got insects on ’em. Show me 
what you love and I will tell you what 
vou are. tod loves the good, and your 
afiinities will put you on his side if you 
are good. It is not the thing, but the 
love of the thing that debauches and 
damns the soul.”’

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WHO CONTROLS IT? 


The Secret of the Columbus Southern 
Has Been Well-Kept. 


Suppose a guessing contest were on and 
@ prize were offered for the one who guess- 
ed the real owner of ‘the Columbus South- 
ern? 

Would the person who answered the Cen- 
tral get the prize? 

He might. 

The secret of who bought the bonds of 
the Columbus Southern from Messrs. Par- 
rott, English and their associates has been 
well kept. The negotiations were conduct- 
ed by New York brokers and the owners 
of the bonds said that they did not know 


who furnished the money. This may be 
absolutely correct. The main thing in 
which the owners of the property were in- 
terested was to find a purchaser. They 
were not particular whence he, it or they 
came. 

At one time it was suspected that the 
Southern had acquired the property. Then 
it was reported that Mr. Plant had bought 
the bonds with the purpose in view of get- 
ting control of the Georgia Midland and 
Gulf and in that way reaching Atlanta 
from Florida by way of Albany, Columbus 
and MacDonough ‘Time ran en and noth- 
ing has occurred to strengthen that report. 
On the other hand, it looked as though 
the bondholders of the Georgia Midland 
bought the property in themselves and they 
appear to be going ahead with the reor- 
ganization. 

But some things which have been g01ng 
on of late indicate that the Columbus 
Southern bonds were bought by the Cen- 
tral. Why would the Central want that 
ruad? Yo save revenue, Last year cotton 
rates out of Columbus were manipulated 
and the Columbus Southern took a great 
part of the business away fram the Cen- 
tral, with & consequent loss of revenue, 
to that systé4m and possibly a further loss 
in its effort to meet the manipulation. 
Fifty cents a bale sounds like a big cut, 
but it has been suggested that this igure 
is not exceeding the mark. In a move- 
ment of 106,000 bales this would amount 10 
$50,000. If the Columbus Southern bonds 
brought $250,000 the owners made a good 
sale. Six per cent interest on that would 
be $15,000. A saving of 10 cents a hundred 
on 20,600 bales would be equivalent to the 
interest on the bonds. So if the Central 
has secured control of the Columbus South- 
ern and can make it pay operating expenses 
it is bound to come out way ahead of what 
it would be with the little road wnder an 
independent management. 

And this is why some people would guess 
the Central. 

Estimates Talked Of. 

No‘ much faith is put in gossip about the 
Seaboard building a branch from Ruther- 
ford, N. C., to Asheville, N. C. This is 
an old project which was talked up per- 
sistently in Rutherford’s boom days. The 
distance is about forty-four miles. Presi- 
dent Hoffman and Vice President St. John 
have been up that way and it has been ru- 
mored that the company would probably 
extend, . 

There is also some gossip of two other 
extensions. 

First is the extension of the Suffolk’ and 
Carolina road, at present extending from 
Suffolk, Va., to Montross, N. C., from the 
latter place to Edenton, N. C., an impor- 
tant shipping town in Eastern North Car- 
Olina. By this extension not only Edenton 
but other important towns adjacent will 
be put in direct connection with the Nor- 
folk and Western and the Seaboard Air- 
Line systems at Suffolk, and the Suffolk 
and Carolina will serve as a feeder to those 
two large systems, opening up a rich coun- 
try which furnishes heavy shipments of 
truck and lumber, etc., none of which these 
systems are receiving from that territory 
at present. The other one in view is the 
extension of the Roanoke and Southern 
railroad from Winston to Charlotte, N. C., 
a distance of about one hundred miles. 
This is really the most important piece of 
railroad building that has been done in this 
section in many years, opening, in fact, 
an entirely new through trunk line by the 
connections and alliances it is proposed to 
make and bring about. 

Something Like the Georgia Law. 

Charlotte, N. C., March 20.—The rail- 
road blue laws, which have been on the 
statute books in this state for a long time, 
but have never been enforced except in 
Ssolated cases, are to be enforced in 
Charlotte, and an order from Mayor Wed- 
dington to that effect went into operation 
Wednesday. Hereafter no railroad com- 
pany will be permitted to run any ear, 
train of cars or locomotive of any railroad 
on Sunday, except such as may be run for 
the purpose of transmitting the mails of 
the United States, with or without bag- 
gage. Trains in transit, having started 
on Saturday, in order to reach the ter- 
minus, may run until 9 o’clock Sunday 
morning, but not later, nor for any other 
purpose than to reach such terminus, 
under penalty of a fine of $500 for each of- 
fense.

Corn was inclined to weakness, and as 
Wheat started the downward movement, 
the sympathy existing between the grains 
caused prices in this market to depreciate. 
When the finer grain recovered the coarse 
showed an absence of recuperative power 
and regained only a slight portion of the 
early loss. May corn opened at 291¢@29%sc., 
sold between 295, and 29%c., closing at 
2953@2914c., 4c. under yesterday. Cash corn 
was easy and 4c. per bushel lower. 

Oats—Recessions took place in oats, in- 
fluenced by the weakness which prevailed 
in wheat and corn, Business was small in 
volu.ne and of no choice in character.

Chicago, March 20.~The chief drawback 
to the market today seems to have been 
largely the unsatisfactory state of finance 
which is at present existing. ‘T‘his seems to 
have offset the good foreign demand that 
the decline has developed. The selling to- 
day has been largely by local professionals 
and St. Louis parties. New York people 
have been fair buyers, especiaily those with 
foreign connections.

J. H. Duke, formerly an employe of the 
Western and Atlantio railroad, he says, 
is under arrest at the police station, 
charged with thetheft of twenty-four 
volumes of Colonel I. W. Avery's “His- 
tory of Georgia,”’ published several years 
ago. The books are valued at & per 
volume, and are said to have been stolen 
from a room’in the Brown block, on Wall 
street, where they have been stored for 
some time. ' 

Duke declared that he is not guilty of 
the charge. He admits that he had pos- 
session of the books, but claims that he 
got them from a negro. ‘The books were 
sold to Meagin, the Marietta street. book 
man, by Duke several days ago, and they 
were found at that place yesterday. It 
appears that Duke and the buyer placed 
a very low valnation on the books, they 
claiming that the volumes changed hands 
at the low price of 25 cents each. 

Says He Is Innocent. 

Duke is thirty years of age. He is a 
well-dressed man and appears to deeply 
regret ‘the trouble that confronts him. He 
Says that he will be able to explain the 
case satisfactorily at the proper time. 

“IT am not guilty of the charge against 
me,’’ said he last night. “I do net deny 
that 1 sold the books but I came into pos- 
session of them honorably. Some time 
ago a young négro came to me and wanted 
to sell me some volumes of Avery’s “His- 
tory of Georgia.’ 1 told him that 1] 
could not use the books, as that is not 
my business. Hie said that he had taken 
the books for a debt and that he needed 
money badly, at the same time offering 
to let me have the books to be sold for 
him at the best price possible. He said 
that I could get a better price for them 
and that he would give me:a percentage 
on every one sold. 


For Twenty-Five Cents Each. 


“T examined the books and found that 
they were not perfect. It seems that the 
printers got mixed up in getting out the 
books, some of the chapters |. ending 
abruptiy without explanation. I knew 
that the volumes were worthless, but con- 
sented to try to sell them for the negro. 
When I took them to Meagin in lots of a 
dozen each, he would only give me 2% 
cents a volume for them, the entire 
twenty-four being sold at that price. I 
did not sieal the books and if given an 
opportunity will find the negro and prove 
my innocence. I have lived in Atlanta a 
good many years and my friends know 
that I would not do such a thing as is 
charged against me.’’ 

Colonel Avery values the books at a 
much higher price than does Duke and 
the book man. lie stated to Detective 
Harris that they were worth $2 per vol- 
ume. The case will come up before Judge 
Orr this afternoon.

An Only Child and His Mother Find a 
Great Charm. 

Fifteen years azo one of the best and 
most extensively known and most highly 
respected citizens of Atlanta was Mr. H. 
Kuhrt. 

For years Mr. Kuhrt had been in the 
tobacco business at No. 1 Whitehall street, 
and had by his honesty, prudence and 
Kindness of heart won the respect and 
confidence of all. In those days it was 
the custom of the business men of At- 
lanta to beleng io one of the fire com- 
panies—it was then a volunteer system— 
and Mr. Kuhrt, as well as Mr. Charles 
Geermann, who were associated in busi- 
ness for years, was a member of No. 1. 
About fifteen years ago The. Constitution 
introduced illustrations in the south. At 
that time ihe plates were made in the 
north, and it required a week's notice to 
Set the returns. The Constitution one 
Sunday morning, about fifteen years ago, 
not oniy pleased but astonished the south 
by presenting a page story of the Atlanta 
fire department with the pictures of the 
officers of each company, and many of the 
papers were laid away as souvenirs. 

The photograph of Mr. Kuhrt, from 
which the plate was made,’was laid aside 
by The Consiitution reporter who did the 
piece of work. It was the picture of the 
well-known Atlantian taken at that time.

It Was a 
pleasant and happy surprise, made quite 
apparent by the manner in which it was 
received, At the home there are many 
pictures, large and small, of Mr. Kuhrt, 
but it so happened that none of that age 
or period of life had been preserved by 
the family.

A CHARGE OF FRAUD 


‘Capital City Bank Attacks the Stilson- 


Collins Mortgages. 


SENSATIONAL CHARGES MADE 


The Officers of the Benk Claim That 
the Mortgages Were Illegally 
Executed. 


An exceedingly interesting intervention 
has ‘been filed by the Capital City bank in 
the case of the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company against the Stilson-Collins Jew- 
elry Company, in which several charges of 
a sensational nature are made. 

The paper was’ filed yesterday by the 
bank through its attorneys, Goodwin and 
Westmoreland... A number of copies of the 
intervention were made and during the day 
were served on all parties at interest. 

In the intervention it is charged upon in- 
formation that money was taken from the 
business of the company and invested in 
a palatial residence, that loans were made 
to an insolvent party who was a relative 
of the owrers of the business, and other 
acts not in keeping with the charter of 
the company were committed by its offi- 
cers. 

Tie attorneys for the bank placed the 
int=rvention in the hands of Judge Lump- 
kin for his consideration, which, after he 
had read it, was granted and an order 
to serve the parties at interest was sign- 
ed. The case will be heard as soon as it 
can be reached and it is expected that 
some final action will be taken and the 
business will be settled by the court. No 
date has been set for a hearing yet. 

The peition prays that the residence of 
Mrs. Slaton, on West Peachtree street, be 
made subject to the debts of the company 
and that the title to the house and lot be 
vested in the Stilson-Collins Jewelry Com- 
pany. A judgment is also asked to be is- 
sued against the house for the amount of 
money which the corporation lodned Mr. 
James R. Collins. 

The Claim of the Bank. 

The intervention filed by the officers of 
the Capital City bank shows tS%at fifty 
shares of stcck of the Stilson-Collins Jew- 
elry Company were placed with the bank 
as security for a debt which was owed to 
the bank, and that authority was given 
the bank to sell the stock at public sale, 
provided the debt was not paid at ma- 
turity. 

It is suid that the money was not paid 
at the time at which it matured, and the 
Stock was regularly sold, after it had been 
advertised in the usual manner. The stock 
was sold on December 2ist of last year and 
was bought in by the bank for $3,600, and 
that amount was placed as a credit upon 
the debt owed to the bank. 

A new certificate for the stock, which 
Was taken as the property of W. R..Col- 
lins, Was then issued ahd the old stock was 
cancelled. Previous to the purchase of the 
stock the bank claims to have asked both 
Mr. Collins and Mr. Stilson in regard to 
the condition of the business and state that 
they were informed that the house was 
making money and had paid a dividend of 
S per cent the year before. 

False Statements Alleged by the Bank. 

The attorneys of the bank allege that the 
stock was bid in and bought by the 
bank upon the statements of the owners of 
the house and for no other reason, On the 
strength of the statement that the business 
Was paying and that the stock was worth 
par, the bank claims that the purchase was 
made. 

The bank states that a statement of the 
condition of the business was asked for in 
January and they were told that stock was 
being taken at the time, but as soon a3 an 
inventory had been made a statement of its 
condition would be furnished the bank. 
This statement the bank claims was never. 


. furnished and nothing further was heard 


from the house until the mortgages were 
filed. 

The filing of the mortgages was made 
early in February and the bank says was 
without any notice or consultation with its 
officers, as should have been. It is charged 
that the statement from the owners of the 
business that stock was being taken was a 
misrepresentation, as, in their opinion, no 
inventory had been taken at that time. 

Enjoyed a Good Business. 

The bank claims that a statement from 
the books of the Stilson-Collins Company 
showed that many sales had been made 
during the fall and that the profits were 
large. All at once the sales fell off and in 
a short while the house went under. 

The books, it is said, show that a very 
large business was enjoyed by the house 
during the exposition, when the city was 
crowded with customers. 

The intervention further sets out the fact 
on information and belief that money was 
taken from the business with which to con- 
struct the new residence of Mrs. Stilson, on 
West Peachtree street, and claims that 
this piece of property should be made sub- 
ject to the debts of the firm. It is also 
charged that Mr. Stilson withdrew money 
from the business for his own individual 
use without accounting for the same. 

It is alleged that during the last six or 
ten months Mr. Stilson drank to excess 
and was in no condition to conduct his 
business as it should thave been carried on. 


The Firm Loaned Money. 


Another allegation of the intervention is 
that both Mr. Stilson and Mr. Collins ab- 
stracted money from the business and that 
a large amount of money was loaned Mr. 
James R. Collins, when it was known that 
he was not in the best of circumstances 
and that he failed shortly afterwards for 
$100,000. 

The attorneys of the bank ask that all 
the mortgages filed by the firm be cancel- 
ed; that the West Peachtree residence be 
made liable for the payments of the debts 
owned by the firm and that the title which 
may be claimed in this property by either 
Mr. and Mrs. Stilson be canceled and that 
the title be placed in the firm; that judg- 
ments may issue against the owners of the 
business for the money taken from the 
busiress and also for that which was loan- 
ed James R. Collins. 

The bank, upon an order of Judge Lump- 
kin, was made a party in the case against 
the jewelry firm and all parties at interest 
will be served with copies of the interven- 
tion.
